FOUR registers of Roger Martival, bishop of Salisbury 1315-30, 
have survived. They are now bound in two substantial volumes 
kept at the Diocesan Registry in Salisbury Close, and are known 
collectively by the title written on the parchment dust covers 
in a 20th-century hand as ‘Register Mortivall’.1 The first volume 
contains the Register of Presentations and Institutions to Bene- 
fices and the Register of Royal Writs received by the Bishop; 
the second, the Register of Divers Letters and the Register of 
Inhibitions of the Court of Canterbury and Acts of the Bishop’s 
Consistory Court. It is hoped to publish these four registers in four 
or five volumes. A description of the manuscripts, discussion of their 
contents, and an account of the Bishop’s life and work will appear 
in the introduction to the final volume. The present volume 
contains the Register of Presentations and Institutions to Benefices, 
and the following notes will be confined to an explanation of the 
methods used in transcribing and making an abstract of the text. 
Bishop Martival’s registers have a special value and interest. 
They are the fullest and among the most carefully kept of the long 
and important series of bishops’ registers which survives at Salis- 
bury,” and contain a wealth of information of outstanding impor- 
tance for local history and also of interest for the general history of 
Church and State. Their full and careful form was doubtless due 
in part to the legal character of the age, which was marked by care- 
ful registration and codification of the records of both Church and 
State. But it must also have been due to the care and ability of the 
Bishop’s registrar and scribes, and probably to the Bishop’s per- 
sonal interest in their work and supervision of it. Like his prede- 
cessor Simon of Ghent, Roger Martival was ascholar and a former 
chancellor of Oxford University, who chose as bishop to devote 
himself primarily to ruling his diocese. As a result his registers 
reflect to a degree unusual in medieval episcopal registers the move- 
ments, activities, and perhaps some of the qualities of the Bishop

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himself. They suggest that his episcopate, with that of Simon of 
Ghent, was a period of ecclesiastical reform at Salisbury, when 
diocesan administration was becoming steadily more highly 
developed and efficient, and when the mainspring of reform was to 
be found in the conscientious work of a good bishop.

RHE ABSTRACT 


The sheer bulk of the Register of Presentations and Institutions, 
which extends to 181 closely-written folios! for an episcopate of 15 
years, has made it necessary to adopt some form of English abstract 
for the more normal entries. It has, however, been unusually diffi- 
cult to decide on a satisfactory form for the abstract, because of the 
variety of wording used by the Bishop’s scribes. They seem to have 
made far less effort than contemporary bishops’ registrars and 
scribes in other dioceses, such as Lincoln, London, or Canterbury, 
to adopt a more or less uniform common form for similar entries. 
They apparently preferred to put things in their own words and 
disliked using precisely the same words even in consecutive entries 
of the same kind. 

An explanation of this is that the register was a contemporary 
‘working register’. Memoranda of presentations to benefices seem 
normally to have been entered on the day or very soon after they

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were received by the Bishop. At the same time a note was 
usually made that the Bishop had granted to the presentee letters 
ordering an inquiry to be held by the archdeacon or his official 
into the vacancy of the benefice, the right of patronage, and the 
qualifications of the presentee. A space was then left for the result 
of the inquiry. This was added, often in a different hand and ink, 
after the presentee or his proctor had brought back to the Bishop 
a certificate of the inquiry by the archdeacon’s official in the chapter 
of the rural deanery in which the benefice lay. This was usually 
anything from a few days to three or four weeks later; in excep- 
tional cases it might be considerably longer; while, in some cases 
in which a presentation for various reasons did not lead to institu- 
tion, the space might never be filled in, or there might be only a 
brief note, ‘on prosequitur’ or ‘Appellavitad curiam Cant’. If the 
result was in the presentee’s favour (pro se faciens), the scribe 
usually added that the Bishop then admitted and instituted him 
to the benefice, and granted to him letters of institution and letters 
for his induction by the archdeacon or his official. In more compli- 
cated cases, where the inquiry revealed that the patronage was in 
dispute, or the presentee not qualified to hold the benefice, or when 
the Bishop refused to institute the presentee immediately but 
ordered a further inquiry, the scribe might have difficulty in squeez- 
ing the additional information into the limited space left for him 
before the beginning of the next entry. His writing became steadily 
smaller and more heavily abbreviated, especially when he had to 
fit in the results of a second inquiry a month or so later. Naturally 
in such circumstances he did not pay too close attention to common 
form but summarized his information as briefly as possible. On the 
other hand, when he had plenty of space at his disposal for an un- 
complicated entry, he might be tempted to add flourishes, adjec- 
tives, and phrases which were not really necessary. 

This contemporary character of the register is extremely interest- 
ing, for it has been suggested by some recent historians that medieval 
bishops’ registers were not strictly speaking contemporary docu- 
ments, but were written later from rough notes and memoranda 
made by the Bishop’s scribes at the time, and/or from the files 
of presentations and certificates kept by the registrar.! Indeed, this 
is doubtless what happened in most dioceses, and it is probably the

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reason why in most medieval bishops’ registers (e.g. in the pub- 
lished registers of the Archbishops of Canterbury or the Bishops of 
Worcester, Rochester, Hereford, and Winchester) less information 
is normally given about the presentations and the inquiries, which 
took place before the institution to benefices, than is found in this 
register. Other bishops’ registers do not usually give the dates of 
the presentations to benefices; and, as far as appointments to bene- 
fices are entered in chronological order, this order is formed by the 
dates of the institutions, not of the presentations as in Bishop 
Martival’s register. Probably the scribes of these other bishops, 
when registering their memoranda, rearranged the order of the 
entries, putting them in the chronological order of the more impor- 
tant act of institution. At the same time they may have cut out 
superfluous information about presentations and inquiries which 
was no longer of lasting importance once the act of institution had 
taken place; and have reduced the wording to common form. Or 
perhaps their rough notes and memoranda may never have been 
very detailed; they may have relied primarily for their information 
on the files of presentations, inquiries, and institutions. 

At Salisbury both these methods are found in later periods. But 
in the time of Bishop Ghent and Bishop Martival they had appa- 
rently not yet been adopted. The practice was for the scribes to keep 
careful, detailed contemporary memoranda, which were sometimes 
copied out again later and at length in a fair hand. The arrange- 
ment, form, and phrasing of the entries in Bishop Ghent’s Register 
of Presentations and Institutions is generally very similar to that of 
Bishop Martival, but, as Sir Cyril Flower has shown, the first two 
quires are fair copies of contemporary ‘working’ quires now lost; 
part of a later quire for 1309 is a fair copy of an existing ‘working’ 
quire; while the remaining twelve quires are contemporary working 
quires similar to those in Bishop Martival’s register.! In the fair 
copies there is almost as much detail as in the working quires,” as 
well as a similar chronological arrangement under the dates of the 
presentations. The main differences are that the writing of the fair 
copies is more carefully spaced out, and that presentations and 
institutions were obviously written at the same time and in the same 
hand and ink. Nevertheless the writing of the working quires is 
so remarkably neat and careful that at first sight some of the entries

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might appear to be fair copies. This neatness and the amount of 
detail given in the working quires may well be the reason why, after 
1309, no further attempt seems to have been made by Bishop 
Ghent’s registrar and scribes to complete the fair copies. They 
probably decided that the making of fair copies of the exemplary 
later quires could hardly result in an improvement sufficient to 
warrant the time and labour which would need to be spent on them; 
and indeed there would seem to have been little point in writing 
out the memoranda a second time in a period when there was 
apparently no idea at Salisbury that the permanent register of 
institutions should be anything but an exact copy of the original 
memoranda. In Bishop Martival’s episcopate the practice of keep- 
ing the careful contemporary memoranda of presentations and 
institutions as a permanent record was probably deliberately con- 
tinued for the same reason. 

A change in method at Salisbury begins in the next register of 
institutions, that of Bishop Robert Wyville, 1330-75. This register 
consists partly of contemporary working quires, partly of fair copies. 
In the working quires the forms of the memoranda are similar to 
those of Bishop Martival’s register, but in some of the fair copies a 
form more like those which had been used for some time in the 
dioceses of Winchester, Worcester, Canterbury, Rochester, Lon- 
don, Hereford, and Lincoln,! although not identical with any of 
them, was adopted; that is, the date of the presentation was 
omitted and each record of an appointment to a benefice consisted 
of a single entry (usually of one long sentence) in which the only 
date given was that of institution. A note of the bringing back of 
the inquiry was still usually included in a subordinate clause, and 
this continued in the next register of Bishop Ralph Ergham, 
1375-88. Bishop Ergham’s register, which was more carefully kept 
than Bishop Wyville’s, shows the normal memoranda of institu- 
tions becoming much more uniform. Its quires are obviously 
neither contemporary working quires nor exact copies of them. 
The subject-matter of the original memoranda has clearly been 
rearranged and reduced to a common form which is now well 
known; and memoranda of presentations which did not result in 
institutions seem to have been omitted. This method was followed 
in the later Salisbury registers with a few minor changes. Thus from 
the time of John Waltham, bishop from 1388-95, the clause which 
recorded the bringing back of the inquiry was usually omitted. 


* These forms are all slightly different from each other. Examples can be found in 
the 13th- and 14th-century registers printed by the Canterbury and York Society, the 
Lincoln Record Society, and the Hampshire Record Society. 
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After the Reformation it was necessary to add that the presentee 
had taken the oaths of supremacy and allegiance. Otherwise prac- 
tically the same Latin form was used in the memoranda of institu- 
tions in the Salisbury episcopal registers from the time of Bishop 
Waltham or Bishop Mitford (1395-1407) until 1733 when an Eng- 
lish translation of the Latin was adopted in its place.! This transla- 
tion was almost identical with the form of the memoranda of 
institutions still carefully engrossed in a specially black ink on an 
expensive parchment substitute in the 2oth-century bishops’ regis- 
ters at Salisbury. The only change so far made in the 20th century 
is that a second date (that on which the benefice became vacant) 
is now added. The present registers, however, are compiled some- 
times as long as eight or nine years after the events which they 
record, not from rough notes or contemporary working quires, 
but directly from the files of presentations and institutions kept 
in the Diocesan Registry Office.? 

The working quires of the Registers of Presentations and Institu- 
tions of Bishops Ghent, Martival, and Wyville thus have a special 
interest, both because of their contemporary form and because 
they provide information which is not to be found in the later 
Salisbury episcopal registers. For this reason it has been decided 
to adopt a rather longer form for the English abstract of normal 
entries in Bishop Martival’s Register of Institutions than is usual 
in publications of this Society, and one that is different in some 
respects from the abstract used for similar entries in the printed 
edition of Bishop Ghent’s register. In particular the distinction 
between the successive entries, made at different dates and often 
by different scribes, which together recorded the appointment to a 
benefice (i.e. normally the presentation and institution), has been 
kept and emphasized by arranging for each such entry to begin on 
a fresh line of the printed text. Also, all available information about 
the inquiries has been included; and, as far as has been practicable

In some cases 
where the Latin wording has seemed significant an almost literal 
translation has been given;! in others where a translation might 
leave the reader in doubt, the Latin has been quoted in full. Else- 
where some phrases which do not appear to contribute anything of 
interest or value have been omitted,” but it is hoped that the omis- 
sions do not contain anything of real significance for the historian 
or for the student of legal procedure. 


Normal entries of the appointments of a rector or vicar appear 
in the manuscript in some such form as follows:

Et v idus 
Septembris anno domini supradicto apud Cherdestoke, reportata inquisicione 
pro dicto presentato in omnibus faciente, fuit idem presentatus, in ordine 
diaconali constitutus, ad predictam ecclesiam admissus et rector canonice insti- 
tutus in eadem, et super hoc optinuit litteras institucionis et induccionis in forma 
consueta.

It will be noticed that, while in the first example the use of 
the ablative absolute in the Latin text shows only that the bring- 
ing back of the result of the inquiry preceded the institution of 
the rector on 9 September, the second example makes it clear that 
the vicar was instituted on the same day as he arrived back at the 
Bishop’s manor of Sonning with the certificate of his inquiry. In 
other cases he might be instituted on the following day. There are 
many variants of these memoranda, some of which throw more 
light than others on the procedure followed. For example the letters 
of inquiry with the certificate were sometimes merely said to have 
been exhibited or produced before the Bishop (exhibitis coram 
domino) or received by him at his place of residence (veceptis apud 
Poterne), but more often the presentee or his proctor were described 
as bringing them back in person to the Bishop (e.g. presentatus 
litteras suas inqguisicionts certificatas domino reportavit). The 
letters were then sometimes said to have been opened and read 
before the Bishop and to have been wholly, sufficiently, or in no 
way in his favour (Quzbus apertis et perlectis coram domino, pro 
dicto presentato in omnibus facientibus, or pro se sufficienter 
factentibus or pro se nullo modo facientibus); the presentee’s re- 
quest for his admission was sometimes recorded (et presentatus 
pecitt ad ecclesiam admitti), and the resignation (in person or by 
letter) or the death of the previous incumbent (with or without his 
name) might be mentioned. All such information has been included 
in the abstract. Exchanges of benefices were often described in 
detail, and some examples have been transcribed in full.

Unusual entries, entries in full letter form, vicarage ordinations, 
and confirmations of heads of religious houses have been transcribed 
in full and preceded by a short summary or caption in English in 
square brackets. In transcribing the Latin, capital letters and 
punctuation have been normalized. The letters ‘c’ and ‘t’ have 
been transcribed as ‘c’ when they precede ‘i’ followed by another 
vowel. In the cases of ‘i’ and ‘j’, ‘u’ and ‘v’, ‘i’ and ‘u’ have been 
used for vowels, ‘j’ and ‘v’ for consonants. Abbreviations have been

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expanded except in cases of surnames, names of places, and a few 
other words of which several extended forms are possible. Square 
brackets have been used to indicate the conjectural restoration of an 
omission in the manuscript. Any other editorial corrections are 
noted, the correct form being usually printed in the text and the 
manuscript reading given in a footnote. The deletion of one or two 
words by the scribe has not been noted if it seems that he has merely 
repeated a word by mistake and then deleted it; but other correc- 
tions or insertions, particularly those which may throw light on the 
composition or contemporary character of the register, have been 
set out in footnotes. 


MARGINAL NOTES AND SIGNS 


A variety of notes and signs has been made in the margin of the 
register in every century of its history from Bishop Martival’s 
time until the present day. Some are interesting historically, 
particularly the contemporary ones, which may tell us more than 
appears in the text of the register about disputed presentations (e.g. 
alius incumbit, pendet in curia Cant’, non prosequitur); or which 
show how the Bishop’s clerks compiled the certificates of vacant 
benefices sent to Master Rigaud de Asserio, the papal collector of 
first fruits of vacant benefices between 1316 and 1319, and to Master 
Icherius de Concoreto, the collector in 1329-30.1 The meaning of 
other notes may be obscure or have a less obvious value. It is, how- 
ever, difficult to be sure that any notes are completely worthless for 
any historical purpose, e.g. notes or signs made in the 17th or 18th 
centuries may draw attention to documents used then in a law suit 
which some future historian may wish to investigate. Therefore 
almost all notes and signs up to about the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury, which are at all legible, have been printed in footnotes. 
Contemporary signs, however, which are merely paragraph marks 
or flourishes, have been omitted, as has a fairly frequent sign con- 
sisting of three, four, or five dots arranged in the form of a triangle 
or cross over a descending line, made sometimes at the beginning 
of a letter which the scribe had copied in full. 

In the footnotes an attempt has been made to indicate roughly 
in what century particular notes or signs were made. About eight 
or nine later hands have been identified as making fairly frequent 
marginal notes, viz. two or three in the middle or late 15th century, 
two or three in the 16th century, two in the late 17th century or 
early 18th century and one in the early or mid-19th century. When

When entries of presentations were not in strictly 
chronological order, a scribe sometimes wrote the 
letters, a, b, c, or d against them in the margin to 
indicate the correct order.

A reference to one of the certificates of vacant bene- 
fices sent to Master Rigaud de Asserio, the papal 
collector of first fruits of vacant benefices which were 
to be paid to the Pope for three years beginning on 
8 December 1316. These certificates were evidently 
compiled from the Register of Presentations and 
Institutions, in which the Bishop’s clerks made a 
number of marginal notes to help them (see p. 60, 7z. 2). 


These notes, giving the assessment of the benefices 
according to the Taxation of Pope Nicholas of 1291, 
were doubtless made by the Bishop’s clerks when 
compiling the certificates of vacant benefices for 
Master Rigaud de Asserio. His mandates required 
that the annual value of each benefice should be 
given in order that the first fruits might be collected. 
Von tax’ apparently indicated that the benefice was 
worth less than 6 marks a year and was therefore 
exempt from the payment of the first fruits (p. 109, 7. 4). 


Many of these notes, which indicate the reason for 
the vacancy of a benefice, were probably also made by 
the Bishop’s clerks when compiling the certificates of 
vacant benefices sent to Master Rigaud de Asserio. 
His mandates required that the reasons for the vacan- 
cies, whether by death or resignation of the previous 
incumbent, should be given in the certificates. Bene- 
fices which were exchanged were not subject to the 
tax of first fruits (pp. 60, 2. 2; 81, #. 3).

A description of notaries’ marks, marginal drawings, and signs 
of cross-reference which occur throughout the Bishop’s four regis- 
ters is reserved for the introduction to the final volume.

The chapter knew nothing 
of the merits, birth, conduct, or orders of Master William de Rothewell, the

Certificate from the archdeacon of Dorset’s official declaring 
that a general chapter of Shaftesbury deanery had found that the prebendal 
church of Gillingham was vacant by the death of Henry de Bluntesdon, the 
late prebendary, that the abbess and convent of Shaftesbury were the true 
patrons, and that the church was not now in dispute, because Walter, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, had withdrawn his claim to appoint to it by apostolic 
grace. It was worth 30 pounds sterling in normal years. It was prebendal in 
Shaftesbury abbey, having a parish and the three chapels of Motcombe, West 
Stour, and East Stour annexed to it. The duties of the prebendary were to 
officiate in divine service in the abbey and to give advice in the abbey’s business 
when asked. When absent from the abbey, he should find a vicar to officiate in 
divine service. The chapter did not know whether the prebendary was bound 
to reside in the church of Gillingham for the rest of the time, because up till 
now it had not seen any prebendary continuously resident there. The presentee 
was free, of legitimate birth and age, of good life and conduct, and beneficed 
elsewhere. |

immemorial. The prebendary’s duties were to officiate in divine service in the 
abbey and to give counsel in the abbey’s business affairs. When absent he had 
to provide a vicar to officiate in the services, and for that reason received daily 
distributions of bread and ale from the abbey as his prebend. He must be in 
priest’s orders and must stay in the abbey at his own expense when necessary, 
but the chapter did not know whether he was bound to reside at the church 
of Gillingham for the rest of the time.

[19 March 1321. Letter patent declaring that, when Blewbury prebend became 
vacant by the death of Adam de Osgodby, Edward II presented Roger de 
Northburgh to it; brother Richard de Pavely, prior of the Hospital of St. 
John of Jerusalem in England, presented first Richard de Osgodby and secondly 
Master Henry de Clif, brother William de Tothale, prior of the same house of 
St. John of Jerusalem in England, presented William de Rothewell, and 
Denise, widow of John de la River, knight, presented Master Hubert 
called le Conestable, clerks. These various patrons then brought a lawsutt 
about the advowson in the King’s court, which was not settled within six 
months. Therefore, after the lapse of six months, the Bishop in 1316 collated 
the prebend to Master Thomas de Charlton, D.C.L. and clerk, and ordered 
his induction. The various presentations, inguisitions, and royal prohibitions 
are quoted.|

Then Master William de 
Duffeld, proctor of the prior of Clerkenwell, presented certain petitions to 
him. On 3 March the Bishop informed the proctor and Master Henry de Clif 
of his protest and revocation of the collation, and ordered Master Thomas de 
Charlton to be cited by the archdeacon of Berkshire’s official who sent a 
certificate. Then he received the mandate from the official of the court of 
Canterbury.

[The objections made by Master Thomas de Charlton’s proctor to the archdeacon 
of Berkshire’s official, and to the Bishop's mandate for his master’s citation. 

1. That neither the Bishop’s nor the Pope’s mandate mentioned that Master 
Thomas had obtained the prebend of Blewbury lawfully, after the collation 
had devolved on the Bishop by lapse, and while a lawsuit about the patronage 
was still pending in the King’s court. 

2. That Master Thomas, as a canon of Salisbury, ought not to be cited to 
appear before the Bishop at an uncertain place outside Salisbury chapter, 
because a Statute of Salisbury cathedral, which the Bishop had sworn to 
observe, laid down that no canon of Salisbury was bound to answer to the 
Bishop except in chapter, and that then he should obey the judgement of the 
chapter. This statute had not been suspended by apostolic letters or in any 
other way. 

3. That the Hospitallers had renounced all rights granted to them by the 
papal mandate in so far as they touched Master Thomas by reason of the pre- 
bendal church. Had this renunciation been made clear to the Bishop, he would 
not have issued his mandate. 

4. That the Hospitallers and Master Henry de Clif had kept back the 
Bishop's letter for so long that there was not now the time required by law for 
a peremptory edict for the first juridical day after Sunday 10 May, and that 
no reason for the shortness of the time was given in the letter. 

5. That Master Thomas de Charlton had appealed to the apostolic see and 
for the tuition of the court of Canterbury against injuries done to him by the 
Bishop at Master Henry's instance, and the official of the court of Canterbury 
had forbidden the Bishop to do anything further to his prejudice while the 
tuitorial appeal was pending in the court of Canterbury. If, as was said in 
the Bishop's letter, an inhibition of the court of Canterbury had been revoked, 
no mention of this was made in the inhibition or rescript from the official of 
the court and therefore tt was not revoked. 

6. That Master Thomas de Charlton had appealed to the apostolic see in 
this business on account of injuries done to him by the Bishop and Hospitallers 
and Master Henry, and that while his appeal was pending before the auditor 
of the sacred palace nothing further could be done in the matter.)

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him and presented their petitions. Master John de Arpadella then committed 

the case to Oliver de Cerzeto, his chaplain and auditor of the sacred palace. 

The proctors again appeared and were assigned a time at which to produce 

their evidence. When this has been done, the Bishop, prior, and archdeacon of 

Winchester were required by papal mandate to examine the witnesses and 

evidence at Winchester. The Bishop and archdeacon appointed the warden of 

the friars minor of Winchester and the abbot of Hyde to take their places, 
and these, with the prior of Winchester, examined the evidence and witnesses, 
and sent back their testimony to the apostolic see. The pope, on the supplication 
of Master Henry de Clif’s proctor, then committed the publication of this and 
the resumption of the case to the auditor Oliver, who on 9 July 1326 in the 
papal palace at Avignon pronounced his definitive sentence. He accepted the 
presentation of Master Henry de Clif to the prebend of Blewbury, instituted 
him to tt in the person of his proctor, imposed perpetual silence in the matter 
on Master Thomas, and condemned him in the name of his proctor, Master 
Richard de Thormerton, to payment of the expenses of the lawsuit and of the 
fruits received from the prebend.|

[29 January 1321. The chapter of Hereford presented Thomas de Bosebury, 
priest, to the vicarage of Shinfield, appropriated to them. Afterwards Adam, 
bishop of Hereford, assigned certain portions to the vicarage, and, on 5 
February, the Bishop of Salisbury instituted Thomas as perpetual vicar, 
reserving to himself and his successors power of augmenting the portions 
whenever there was need.|

the circumstances of the business, and to inform him of the findings.

A certificate, dated 11 February, was received from the archdeacon 
of Dorset’s official, enclosing the Bishop’s mandate for an inquiry, and 
declaring that a full chapter of Shaftesbury deanery had found that there were 
four prebendaries receiving daily distributions in kind and money in Shaftes- 
bury abbey and having prebendal churches. Their duties were to give counsel 
to the nuns and to officiate as priests at the abbey, and for this each had a per- 
petual vicar at the abbey. Stephen Prowet held the prebend to which the prebendal 
church of Fontmell was annexed, and William Gillingham, priest, was his 
perpetual vicar in the abbey. The church of Fontmell had parishioners, and 
another perpetual vicar had been instituted there to exercise cure of souls. 
The prebend was regarded as being without cure of souls, and Stephen law- 
fully held with it another church, Compton Abbas, with cure of souls. The 
chapter knew of no obligation on him to reside, other than that of coming to 
give counsel at the abbey when required. The church was worth 35 marks in 
normal years. The nuns were the true patrons, and the reasons for the exchange 
were that Stephen and his servants had suffered persecution in the prebend, 
whereas at the church of West Monkton he would have powerful kinsmen and 
friends to help him, for he had been born in the diocese of Bath and Wells. 
Master William de Selton, the presentee, had been born in Salisbury dtocese, 
where he had many noble and powerful friends. He was free and legitimate, of 
good life, over forty years of age, a priest and a canon of Salisbury. He would 
be well able to give advice to the nuns, to resist the persecution, and to protect the 
rights of the prebend.|

A certificate from the archdeacon of Taunton’s official, enclosing a 
mandate from the Bishop of Bath and Wells to inquire into Stebhen’s presen- 
tation to the church of West Monkton, declared that a full chapter of Taunton 
deanery had found that the abbot and convent of Glastonbury were the true 
patrons of the church and had presented Master William de Selion, who was 
now in possession of it. The reasons for the exchange were that Stephen was 
suffering persecution in his prebend, but at West Monkton he would have 
friends to help him, for he had been born in the diocese of Bath and Wells. 
Master William, a canon of Salisbury, had been born in the diocese of Salis- 
bury and had many powerfulfriends there, and could better defend the rights 
of the prebend and defeat the persecution. Stephen, the presentee to West 
Monkton, was free and legitimate, over sixty years of age, a priest of good life 
and held no benefice with cure as far as was known. The church owed an 
annual pension of 2 silver marks to the sacristy of Glastonbury and was 
assessed at 30 marks.|
